Kelleher, House Armed Services Committee staff, and brought them up to 
date on the situation in the Middle East. I also suggested that it might be 
appropriate to have a meeting of the Subcommittee in the near future.

trative Assistant to Senator Harry F. Byrd, Jr. , the Director's letter to the 
Senator on the subject of the WASHINGTON OBSERVER column. I pointed out 
to Rettgers that it was the Agency's policy not to comment officially on 
matters of this sort. For this reason the Director's letter was a personal 
one to the Senator for his information. The Director's letter merely assures 
the Senator that there is no truth to the column. Rettgers said he understood 
completely and appreciated the need for our no comment policy.
